Though Algerian tranquillity may be worth fighting 
for, it would not seem that this great African colony 
stands France in much stead. It requires the perpetual 
maintenance of an immense army, and it yields a very 
insignificant revenue. French Algeria was founded by 
Louis Philippe, and before his reign was ended it re- 
quired the presence of 60.000 troops. Now the number 
of the French army in Africa is 80,000 ; or this at least 
had been its extent for a considerable period down to 
the commencement of the Austrian war. This is surely 
an enormous number for the subjugation of 80 small a 
native population as the four millions who constitute 
French Algeria. Itis nearly as large asthe European army 
which we possessed in India during the mutiny, when 
we had an empire over 150,000,000 at stake. Nor does 
the native population appear to be susceptible of being 
trained into a considerable regular force. It is true that 
the Zouaves did great things at the Alma; but the 
Africanism of the Zouave regiments is somewhat mythi- 
cal ; they are formed chiefly of mauvais sujets, who like 
military life better than the probable alternative of Lam- 
bessa and Cayenne, who guard the Tuileries and the 
Louvre asmercenaries in African costume, and suggest 
perhaps to many au esoteric Red Republican whosaunters 
down the Kue de Rivoli that they would be awkward 
fellows to deal with in a new day of barricades. 

The French colony of Algeria, then, does not supply 
the means of any considerable military organisation.

This would be very well for a 
new colony; and no great European Government would 
grudge the making up the six million francs which are 
wanting. But does any onc suppose that an army of 
80,000 men is maintained for something less than 
£1,000,000 sterling ? Probably these figures may only 
be designed to express the expenditure of civil admi- 
nistration, and of such small native forces as exist; and 
we must assume tha: Algeria costs France the mainte- 
nance of 80,000 men over and above the loval revenue. 

Neither has colonisation made any great progress ; 
nor perhaps could this be otherwise. In 1856 the Eu- 
ropean population in Algeria amounted to 167,000, Of 
these, 90,000 are returned as French, 40,000 as Spanish, 
7,900 as Anglo-Maltese, and the remaining 30,000 are 
made up of small sections. One would certainly have 
supposed that this being the only considerable colony 
in the possession of France, she would have made 
the most of it. Indeed the total population of all 
her other colonial possessions amounts to only 
659,000. The insignificance even of the native popula- 
tion of Algeria seems to give France the means of creat- 
ing a French Africa, as truly as Spain created a Spanish 
Mexico,if she would. But the experiment is already 
costly ; the plains are of no extraordinary fertility, and 
the produce does not finda great market in Europe. 
These considerations combine to render it improbable 
that France has any policy of aggression on her African 
neighbours in view, or that she will do more than 
maintain the inviolability of her frontiers. 
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The Daily News on the Railways of the United 
Kingdom :— 

Captain Douglas Galton’s Report on the Railways 
of the United Kingdom for 1858, although exhi- 
biting an amount of railway enterprise below the 
average of many years, is, as usual,an interesting 
and instructive document. The length of line au- 
thorised by Act of Parliament last year was only 
328 miles, and the amount of money authorised to be 
raised for railway purposes only 6,.800,000/., the average 
of the last six years being 516 miles and 9,400,000/. 
The lines authorised in England and Wales were 
chiefly extensions of existing railways, or short lines 
which, when opened, will form feeders of existing 
railways. Down to the close of 1858 the Legislature 
had sanctioned altogether the construction of no less 
than 15,659 miles of railway, but of these 1,610 
were subsequently abandoned. Of the remaining 14,049 
miles, 9,506 were actually open at the end of last Decem- 
ber, and 4,543 are yet unfinished. Should the whole 
of these be constructed there wiil be in England and 
Wales just 10,106 miles ; in Scotland 1,880, and in Ire- 
land 2,063 ; but it is more than probable that out of the 
above 14,049 some 2,700 miles will never be made, be- 
cause from lapse of time the powers for the compulsory 
purchase of the requisite land have been allowed to ex- 
pire. The amount of money actually raised for rail- 
way purposes in the United Kingdom to the end of 1858 
was £325,300,000, and the number of persons employed 
on the lines made with this money, to preserve the pro- 
perty and make it productive, was 109,329, or nearly 12 
persons per mile. 

The 325,000,000/. raised for the construction of rail- 
ways represents an expenditure of no less than 34,243/ 
a mile. This enormous average is governed by the 
inordinate outlay of earlier years—as, for example, the 
year 1846, in which acts were obtained authorising the 
construction of 4,500 miles of line, and the raising of 
132,000,000/.

Vice and crime are “buch formidable that we 


force.” Whatever form re 
ligious belief assumes it must be inimical to vice 
and crime, and it must be allowed that, as an instru- 
ment of social order. as a living protest against vice,

There s enough 
work for us #lto do. We may desire to see Roman Ca- 
tholicism gradually driven out from amongst us by the 
increasing force of Protestantism; but so lung as a 
considerable portion of the community pro- 
fess the Roman Catholic faith it is of great 
blic importance that the efforts of the Roman 

tholic clergy should bé directed to objects with 
which all right-thinking people can sympathise. 

It is when they depart from this moderate tone that 
we are compelled to censure the language and policy of 
the. Roman Catholie archbishops and bishops. For 
what reasons it is difficult to understand, the Papal party 
in the United Kingdom appear to be looking forward to 
the speedy consummation of the paternal wish solovingly 
expressed by Pio Nono in the famous decree which ne- 
eessitated the Ecclesiastical ‘Titles Bill. We have, 
as yet, seen nothing which in«ficates so sudden and 
wholesale a perversion. We have never yet been 
informed that Queen Victoria intended to erect a 
private chapel at Buckingham Palace for the celebration 
of mass, or that any secret intimation had been mide 
to Cardinal Wiseman that her Majesty had lately shown 
a weakness for the confessional. We have heard and 
read a good deal, within the last few weeks, of Irish 
revivals, but it is hardly to be imagined that this remark- 
able ebullition of religious enthusiasm will be viewed 
with fervour by the ccclesiastical authorities of the 
Roman Catholic Church. We have also heard of a few 
perverts “in high life,” and of young gentlemen from 
the universities being enticed away by the splendid 
rites and vague mysteries of Popery. But other- 
wise, it seems to us that Cardinal Wiseman’s crow 
of triumph is extremely premature. It is true 
that, even in the synodical address to which we have 
been alluding, there are frequent calls to fresh and 
vigorous exertion, but the general tone is quite as 
exulting as could be expected in a document which 
partakes more of the nature of an episcopal or archi- 
diaconal charge. Nothing can be more slighting than 
the allusion to parents who, instead of sending their 
childien to [Roman] Catholic schools, “allow them- 
selves to be seduced by the advantages proposed to 
allure their children to heretical schools, or to be car- 
ried away by the cry of education, considered merely 
as a means of getting: nin the world, and so do not 
serceive the evils of an erroneous, or appreciate the 
blessings of a sound education.” Now, really this isa 
great deal too bad. Why, in what position would all 
the Roman Catholic archbishops and bishops find them- 
selves except for the charitable legislation of the here- 
tices against whom they declare war to the death ? 
This braggart language and insolent pretensions to su- 
premacy come strangely fiom men whose becoming at- 
titude would be that of thankfulness and humility. ‘They 
must surely have sense enough to know that they are de- 
feating their own ends. Sv long asthey confine them- 
selves to their proper sphere, so long as their priests dis- 
charge the arduous duties of their office, and confine 
themselvis to that, we have not a word tosay. It is 
when they put forth insolent pretensions, and refuse to 
be content with the abundant share of freedom they en- 
joy, that we are compelled to speak of them in terms of 
censure. ‘The moment for such displays ot impotent ar- 
rogance is singularly ill-chosen, and the Koman Catholic 
clergy will do well to prepars for the storm which is 
about to shake the Papal power, rather than to make 
ready their plans for an anti-Protestant campaign.

dangerous to our hold of that partof the country. It 
has given me pleasure to advance Sir R. Shakespear 
from his late post of Resident at Baroda to the most 
important charge of Central India ; but I would further 
ask that his good service may receive favourable conside- 
ration from the Queen’s Government. 

Of the respective claims of these officers in Nag- 
pore I am unable to speak with sufficient certainty. ‘The 
commissioner has not yet furnished me with satisfactory 
means of doing so. 

There remains the large and important province 
of the Punjaub. 

The merits of the officers to whose courage aud abi- 
lity the preservation of that country is due have 
been set forth by the distinguished chief, Sir John 
Lawrence, with a fulness which leaves little to be ad- 
ded. 

Of what isdne to Sir John Lawrence himself, no man 
is ignorant. ‘Through him Delhi fell, and the Punjaub, 
no longer a weakness, became a source of strength; and 
but for him the hold of England over Upper India would 
have had to be recovered at a costof English blood and 
treasure which defies calculation. It is difficult to ex- 
aggerate the value of such ability, vigilance, and energy 
at such a time. 

Next, but not inferior toany man in his claim to 
the gratitude of his country, is Mr. Montgomery, the 
present Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjaub. I know 
but one opinion of the value of his prompt and cou- 
rageous counsels, tempered as they always have been 
with the soundest and most generous judgment.

Certain it is, that 
in addition to the other columns operating against him 
in the neighbourhood of Malthone (Multown), an 
urgent requisition for mote troops has. reached 
Saugor, and yeésterdzy Colonel Nott, of the 19th 
Maitas Infantry, started with two companies of her 
Majesty's 43d Regiment, two guns of the F troop, and 
one or two troops of the 3d Irregular Cavalry, with the

BIARRITZ. 

Branritz, Wepnespay, Oct. 5.—A French Cabinet 
messenger arrived at Zurich on the 30th ult., with, as I 
am informed here, final instructions for the Plenipoten- 
tiary relative to the treaty of peace between Austria and 
France. It appears that inthis treaty will be maintained 
the famous clause of the restoration of the Dukes, In 
exchange for this concession accorded by the French 
Emperor—whose boast it is that he is the elect of the 
people over whom he reigns—Austria rednees her de- 
mands on the question of the debt, which would indi- 
cate that she has obtained large concessions. Her de- 
mands arelimited to 200,000,000f. instead of 400,000,000, 
On another jimportant point also she has made con- 
considerable deductions, In place of 6,000 metres of 
territory around Peschicra she will content herself with 
8,500. All this, so far as Austria and France are in- 
terested, has been settled at Biarritz ; and it is, more- 
over, confidently affirmed that a Congress will be held 
to ratify the bargain. M. de Bourquenéy is quite san- 
guine on that point. I am not quite sure as to the de- 
cision the English Government will come to. The 
Congress will meet, no doubt, to sanction with the 
weight of its authority the acts of the Zurich Con- 
ference ; but will the treaty the Congress is expected to 
affirm be regarded as more inviolable than the treaty 
which it tears to pieces? And will Austria, France, 
and Sardinia attach a more saered character to the set- 
tlement of 1859 or 1860 than to that of 1815? 

Lord Cowler, who arrived here on Monday evening, 
leaves to-morrow on his return to Paris. Prince Met- 
ternich is still here. M. Mon, the Spanish Ambassador, 
left two or three days ago. 

Biarritz is beginning to thin. There are a good many 
departures, if one may judge by the loads of baggage 
that leave each morning for the railway station, by the 
greater facility of procuring lodgings at the hotels and 
private houses, the réduced rents, and the diminished 
loungers in the streets. The weather is still fine, in- 
deed unnaturally so. The heat for the last 10 or 12 
days has been as intense as in the middle of July or 
August. It seems to have approaehed a crisis, however, 
and froin certain indications it will not last much longer. 
The first few days of wet or cold will disperse those who 
still linger in this deightful retreat, and Biarritz will 
goon be deserted. ‘The Emperor has not been well for 
the last week or sv. He complains of severe headaches, 
owing perhaps to the prolonged heat of the weather and 
the influence of the atmosphere saturated with electri- 
city. Noone can tell positively the date of his depar- 
ture. They speak of the 8th, the 10th, or the 12th, and 
sume think he will prolong bis stay to the 15th inst. A 
good deal, however, depends on tle weather. The 
mornings and evenings are still delicious, and neither 
Compiegne, St. Cloud, or Fontainbleau can for a mo- 
ment compare with Biarritz in such a season. 


The Empress made an excursion on Friday last to 
Sarre, accompanied by a joyous ani brilliant band. 
She ascended the Larrune, the highest and most ma- 
jestic mountain in this part of the Pyrenees. Horses, 
mules, donkeys, eacolets—all were put in requisition for 
the occasion. At Sarre her Majesty was received with 
the customary demonstrations—ringing of bells, flags, 
triumphal arches, vivas,&c. The local authorities, as 
they have done from time immemorial, exhibited official 
enthusiasm as if it was just fresh fromthe Mint. A 
journal of the arrondissement affirms that the very mule 
that bore her Majesty was proud of his burden. 
Very probably. But it could not be from novelty. 
ns her Majesty is no stranger in this country. Years 
before the Second Empire was evcn dreamt of, Madame 
Montijo and her family were frequent visiters in these 
parts ; and there is hardly a mountain or village or 
a watering place they are not familiar with “ Asa 
delicate attention,” the local chronicler observes, and 
also to light the way for Majesty, the triumphal arch 
and the houses in the vicinity were illuminated ; 
‘vivats’ were again uttered ; and her Majesty testified 
her complete satisfaction by graciously saluting 
those who uttered them.” The Empress left Sarre 
at 9 p.m., and left marks of her bounty among the 
villagers.-— Times’ Correspondent.

Sratve OP Danie’ Wenster at Boston.—The 
anniversary of the settlement of the city of Boston, Sa- 
turday, Sept. 17, was marked this year by the inaugura- 
tion of the statue of Daniel Webster. ‘The memorial, 
which is the gift of the citizens to the Commonwealth, 
stands in the east front of the State House, and it was 
intended that the ceremonies of inauguration should take 
place upon the Capitol grounds. With this view great 
preparations had been made for the accommodation of 
the public but the weather proved too stormy for an out- 
door demonstration, and the addresses in consequence 
were deiivered in the Music Hall. The audience was 
large, and the scene one to be remembered.—Boston 
Courter. 

The Continental papers mention that a short time 
since, the performante at the theatre at Cronstadt was 
interrupted, and the audience thrown into considerable 
agitation by the report ofa firearm anda piercing shriek 
proceeding from a closed box on the second tier. Cries 
were raised by a number of persons, and the female por- 
tion of the andience prepared to fly. It was soon ascer- 
tained that a gentleman of fortune had discovered his 
wife in the box with a count,and had discharged a pistol 
at her, inflicting a severe wound. ‘The husband was 
arrested and taken off to prison. The medical men 
entertain hopes that the wound of the lady will not 

prove fatal. 

DesreraAte Frient win Crinese Prrates.—A 
barque (the Ararat, Captain Correya), as we learn by 
the overland mail, had arrived at Bombay from Singa- 
pore and Penang with convicts, chiefly Chinese pirates, 
captured by the Esk. A day or twonfter leaving len- 
ang the convicts rose,anda hand to hand fight suc- 
ceeded between them and the captain and guard, the 
latter not gaining the mastery until 28 out of 60 who 
came on deck (the whole number being 74), had either 
been shot or driven overboard at the point of the 
bayoyct. The deadly encounter took place in perfect 
darkness, and lasted over an hour. An extraordinary 
feature in the case is, that the captain’s wite during 
the whole time loaded and reloaded his pistols, hand- 
ing them to him through the eaddy skylight. 

The Prefect of the Allier, with the approbation of the 
Minister of the Interior, has given the Jemorie/ de ’ Adlier 
of the 29th September a warning, for an article insult- 
ing to the King of Sardinia, “ a Sovereign in alliance 
with France.” It appears from the text of the warning 
that the provincial journal called Victor Emmanuel a 
“phantom King.” 


THE WAR FEELING IN FRANCE. 

(in this side of the Channel we are a'l so heartily 
anxious to kcep out of war, and are so utterly without 
any intention of quarrelling with France if we can pos- 
sibly avoid it, that we can scarcely believe that, at this 
very moment, Frenchmen of all ranks and callings speak 
of an cxpedition against England as a thing as certain 
to come soon as the winter to follow the autumn, The 
most cool and wary do no more than urge that sufficient 
preparation cen scarcely be made under eighteen months 
Ail agree that war will be declared directly the 
Govcrument is ready, and that the Government is getting 
ready as fast as possible. We can appeal to the ex. 
perience of any Englishman who has passed through 
France or stayed in Paris during the last few weeks, and 
who is sufficicntiy acquainted with the people and their 
language to udlerstand what is passing. An attack 
on iingland is the regular theme of conversation in 
all “public conveyances and public places. The army 
naturally jake the lead, but it is singular how many 
classes of persons echo the opinions and wishes of the 
army. The clergy are almost to a man in favour of an 
attack on the foster-mother of heresy, and the Univers 
speaks of an expedition to pillage the Bank ot England 
in much the same language as a hermit of the middle 
ages might have used when exhorting Christendom 
to cnter on a crusade for the recovery of the Holy Sepul- 
chre. The Legitimist party, which still commands a cer- 
tain amount of provincial inflmence, raves against Eng- 
land, and urges an attack on her with a bitterness pro- 
portioned to the benefits which its chief received from 
her during so many years. Even the moneyed classes 
begin to say that anything would be beticr than the 
state of utter stagnation to which they are now con- 
demned by the suspense in which they are kept. Per- 
sons, also, who are acquainted with the working classes 
of aris and the large towns, assert that there is now 
running through them one cf those strange upheavings 
of vague, uneasy emotion which from time to time stir 
theirdepths, and that this uneasiness takes the shape 
of a senseless animosity against England. In the 
navy, there is, of course, a wish to see whether the 
Channel has really been bridged over by steam ; and 
along the coast fronting the English shores the popula- 
tion is oceupicd with no other thought than that of esti- 
mating its perils in case of war, and longing for an ex- 
pedition which, it is hoped, may cripple England for 
years. ‘There remain no friends to England except 
those who think this proposed outbreak of unprovoked 
hate either wicked or likely to be prejudicial to the 
future liberties of France. Such men are very few in- 
deed ; and it is not too much to say generally that the 
French nation is determined on attacking England.— 
Saturday Review.

CALENDAR OF OPERATIONS. 
FOR THE ENSUING WEEK, 

Conservatory, Gurexnouse, &c.--Generally speaking 
the attention of plant-growers is throughout this month 
chiefly directed to their arrangement in the quarters 
they are to occupy during the winter; and attend. 
therefore, to previous directions on this important point; 
and, in addition, look to the state of the glass on the 
roof, &c.,and see that it be thoroughly clean, both 
inside and out, so tuat from this forward not a ray of 
light may be obstructed. See that all plants lately brought 
in have their branches regulated, no one being allowed 
to interfere with the other; giving, at the same time, 
each specimen ample room, in order to give it the ad- 
vantage of air and light on every side, for, if crowded 
together and in contact witheach other, they will soon 
present a sickly and disa appearance. If not 
already done, let all stove plants, balsams, and other an- 
nuals, and such things as giadioli, Japan lilies, &e., that 
are done flowering, be remored from the conservato i 
placing the pots in which the latter are growing on their 
sides in a sunny exposure, and ifat hand the free flower- 
ing and useful Vallota purpurea, Guernsey, and Bella- 
donna lilies will come in well in ther — and keep 


keeping them, however, rather dry. Give all the air pos- 
sible, in favourable weather, and if mild, leave on some 
at night. In the greenhouse let ums have 
the most lightsome and best quarter ; give air on all 
favourable occasions, but avoid cold, cu draughts, 
also all unnecessary moisture, watering with discretion, 
and due regard to the wants of each plant. In the 
orchid house it will be well to get ther all such spe- 
cimens as have perfected their growth and that require a 
different treatment from those yet
